likely to cater to, the people’s interests 
or the railroad’s interest® 

That same is true unto this day. Nearly 
all of those Republican Senators are draw- 
ing down salaries from ‘‘Big Business’’ of 
from $50,000 to $100,000 per year, and it 
is a cinch that every time their pay- 


masters crack the whip they jump like

Their antagonism to President Wilson
